— In exercise of the powers conferred by the pro- 
viso to article 309 of the constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Defence Research 
and Development Organisation, Ministry of Defence Class IV 
(Non-Gazetted, Non-Industrial) Posts Recruitment Rules,
